The invention also relates to an apparatus, a 
computer program and a storage medium which can be used for 
recording a movement.

Document Dl, which is regarded as being the closest prior 
av-t to the subject-matter of the claimed invention, reveals 
a^ method, apparatus and computer program for recording a 
movement of a user unit over a base, which is provided wxth 
a position code, see abstract. The movement of a user unit 
(electronical pen) over a. surface with a position coded 
pattern is detected and registrated, see page 62,. line 24- 
29. If the user unit according to Dl fails to interpret the 
position code at a certain position, the detected value is 
registered as unknovm. The user \init continues to register 
new positions and allow the computing system to later

The claimed invention differs from the cited document Dl 
mainly in that a different terminology is used. However, 
tSs difference is not considered to constitute an xnventxve 
step . 

in view of what is known from document Dl it is not 
considered to require any inventive work by a person skilled 
^n the art to provide an apparatus as described in dependent 
claims 2-11 Accordingly, the invention claimed m claims 2- 
11 is not considered to involve an inventive seep. 

Document D2 reveals a method, apparatus and computer Program 
for recording a movement of a user unit over a base, which 
is provided with a position code, see abstract, it is 
concluded that interpolation, extrapolation and 
triangulation are well known techniques calculate .ne 
position of a user device on a surface- with a position 
coding pattern, see column 5, line 41-46. 

Thus also D2 seems to describe the invention ' according to 
claim 1 and 12-14, and an argumentation similar as the one 
used concerning Dl could be made. 

Document D3 and D4 disclose the general state of the art, 
and are not considered to be of particular relevance. 

SrSvention according to claims 1 and 12-14 lacks novelty. 
The invention according to claims 1-14 lacks inventive step. 
The invention is industrially applicable.
